Were this subsidy withdrawn, it is esti- 
mated that the 4lb. loaf would cost 1s. 1d. 
Owing to the shortage of tonnage we are 
forced to buy our breadstuffs from the 
nearest market. Thus the United States 
again becomes our purveyor. Home-grown 
wheat supplies the country for about 
sixteen weeks every year. Therefore, we 
must buy sufficient from America and else- 
where to keep the wolf from the door for 
the remaining thirty-six weeks ; and until 
our exports improve we must be prepared 
to pay fancy prices. 

In Ireland economy and work are just 
as necessary as in England, or, indeed, 
anywhere else. Our brimming bank 
deposits will avail us little if the life of 
the United Kingdom does not soon begin 
to run again in economic channels. If 
food is dear in England, coal will remain 
at its present giddy height, or possibly 
soar even higher; clothes will become 
dearer; freights and travelling will in- 
crease in price; and, although food may 
be in the country in abundance, it, too, 
will join in the merry race towards 
national bankruptcy. Strict economy 
should be observed in the spending of 
money; by no other method can the 
currency be deflated. Luxuries should be 
eschewed. Food of every kind should be

Although there is no 
cause for undue alarm, the situation in 
regard to the nation s food shows little 
sign of improvement. Food control will 
be maintained—even strengthened—during 
the coming months, and the prices of 
foodstufls cannot be expected te fall 
below those which were paid last winter. 
Control must be maintained to check—if 
not to eliminate—* profiteering in this, 
by far the most important branch of our 
domestic commerce. Prices must remain 
high because the cost of labour is so 
abnormal; because tonnage is so short; 
and because our currency is so much 
inflated. There is plenty of food in 
the world; . but difficulties and = ex- 
penses of transport, adverse foreign ex. 
changes, the laxity of output in essential 
industries, and the fact that Europe is 
prepared to pay almost any price for 
food—all these and other similar factors 
make its journey from the cornfields and 
the prairies to our dinner tables an ex- 
ceedingly costly process, Furthermore, 
Central Europe now has been admitted to 
competition in the world's food market. 
Germany's sixty millions must be fed. 
Poland, Bohemia, and the Balkans, as 
well as German Austria and Hungary, are 
in need of every kind of f id, and, until 
their stocks are replenis normal con- 
ditions cannot be expec Economic 
laws, unlike other laws, cannot be ignored 
er contravened with impunity; and so 
long as Europe, and Great Britain in par- 
ticular, continue in their state of economic 
lawlessness, the penalty of higher prices 
will be exacted.
